NO CONSCRIPTION 
OF FARM LABOR 

The federal government will 
not conscript men for farm lab- 
or under the Military Service 
Act but will take immediate steps 
to secure the registration and 
inventory of the manpower of the 
Dominion. A classification of the 


industries of Canada will also be} 


secured by. the new war trade 
board. There will be no import- 
ation of coolie labor at present 
to- which exception is taken by 
the labor men, but this matter 
May. be given further consider- 
No decision 
-has been reached in regard to the 
‘conscription of alien labor. 

The government in its official 
announcement on the subject 
says that through its repfesent- 
-atives at the Ottawa conference, 
Canadian labor has expressed its 
“unqualified “disapproval “of any 
form of conscription for service 
on the farms. 

_ The government after careful 
consideration of the question 


‘from all angles is unable.to accept 


the view that men called out un- 
der the Military Service law but 
‘physically unfit, should be con- 
scripted for farm labor. The state 


'+ is undoubtedly entitled to com- 


mand the services of all its con- 
scriptions in time of peril, but 
‘the government recognizes that 
in addition to the objections so 
strongly urged by organized lab- 
or against industrial conscription. 
complusory service of individual 
eitizens for individual farmers in 
Canada is impracticable. 

With -regard to the possible 
courcripion or other utilization 
of alicn iabor, the prcblems in- 
‘wolved ‘are so complex and 
"difficult, especially from the in- 
- ternational standpoint, that it has 
‘met as yet been possible to reach 


. _ @ definite decision. It is fully ex- 


pected that a conclusion will be 
teached within the course of a few 
days when the goverriment will 
be in possession of- further in- 
formation bearing on the problem. 

It is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to conduct a thoroughly 
organized propaganda, to secure 
by voluntary enlistment © the 
mecessary men and women to 
assist in the campaign for greater 
food production as well as to se- 


_ eure the labor required for other 


essential industries. 

The demand for a War Trade 
Board was .orginiallly based on 
the need of a government body 


.that could help in solving: the 


many new problems of our im- 
port and export trade with the 
United States. That trade is now 
subject to many harassing and up- 
setting obstacles. 

. The powers and duties of the 
board now appointed are com- 
plete enough to satisfy the most 
exacting. Not only has it control 
of licenses for exports and im- 
ports, and the necessary touch 
with Washington, but it may 
supervise the distribution of lab- 
or for Canadian industries, and 
order discriminations against the 
less essential industries. It has, 
in fagt, wide regulative respon- 
sibilities.

It is essential that owners have their stallions at their 
respective stations, as indicated in the above schedule, at 
the time set, as Inspectors cannot remain longer than the 
time specified in chedule. It would therefore be advie- 
able that owners bring their stallions the day before, es- 
pecially where inspection has to be made in the mornings.

WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


The sole head of a family, or any male 
over 18 years, who was at the com- 
mencement of the present war, and has 

“since continued to be, a British subject 
or a subject of an allied or neutral coun- 
try, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion Land in Maniteba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
Jappear in person a@ Dominion Lands 
‘Agency or Sub-Agency for District. En- 
try by proxy may be made on certain 
conditions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each of 
three years. . 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Reside six months in each of ttree 
years after earning homestead patent and 
cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pre- 
emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years,

NO CONSCRIPTION 

OF FARM LABOR 

_ The federal government will 
not conscript men for farm lab- 
or under the Military Service 
Act but will take immediate steps 
to secure the registration and 
inventory of the manpower of the 
Dominion. A classification of the 


industries of Canada will also be} 


secured by the new war trade 
‘board. There will be no import- 
ation of coolie labor at present 
to- which exception is taken by 
the Jabor men, but this matter 
may be given further consider- 
“ation at a later date. No decision 
has been reached in regard to the 
‘conscription of alien labor. 

The government in its official 
announcement on the subject 
says that through its represent- 
atives at the Ottawa conference, 
Canadian labor has expressed its 
‘unqualifie isapptoval | of any 
form of conscription for service 
on the farms. 

The government after careful 
consideration of the question 
‘from all angles is unable to accept 
the view that men called out un- 
der the Military Service law but 
physically unfit, should be con- 
scripted for farm labor. The state 


‘is undoubtedly entitled to com- 


mand the services of all its con- 
scriptions in time of peril, but 
the government recognizes that 
in addition to the objections so 
strongly urged by organized lab- 
or against industrial conscription. 
complusory service of individual 
eitizens for individual farmers in 
Canada is impracticable. 

With regard to the possible 
couscripion or other utilization 
of alice .abor, the prcblems in- 

‘ wolved ‘are so complex and 


difficult, especially from the in- 


ternational standpoint, that it has 
‘met as yet been possible to reach 


. . @ definite decision. It is fully ex- 


pected that a conclusion will be 
reached within the course of a few 
days when the government will 
be in possession of: further in- 
formation bearing on the problem. 


It is the intention of the gov-: 


ernment to conduct a thoroughly 
organized propaganda, to secure 
by voluntary enlistment the 
mecessary men and women to 
assist in the campaign for greater 
food production as well as to se- 


_ cure the labor required for other 


essential industries. 

The demand for a War Trade 
Board was .orginiallly based on 
the need of a government body 
.that could help in solving the 
many new problems of our im- 
port and export trade with the 
United States. That trade is now 
subject to many harassing and up- 
setting obstacles. 

. The powers and duties of the 


board now appointed are com-} it, 


plete enough to satisfy the most 
exacting. Not only has it control 
of licenses for exports and im- 
ports, and the necessary touch 
with Washington, but it may 
supervise the distribution of lab- 
or for Canadian industries, and 
order discriminations against the 
less essential industries. It has, 
in faat, wide regulative respon- 
sibilities.

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SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-

The sole head of a family, or any male 

over 18 years, who was at the com- 
mencement of the present war, and has 
“since continued to be, a British subject 
or a subject of an allied or neutral coun- 
try, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion Land in.

Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each of 
three years. . 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Reside six months in eacb of three 
years after earning homestead patent and 
cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pre- 

| emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain conditions. 

| A settler after obtaining homestead 

| patent, if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house 
worth $300.00.

Toronto, Feb. 18-—For the first 
time in the history ‘of the Grand 
Trunk Railway company of Gan- 
‘ada an agreement has been made 
with their employes comprising’ 
‘the mechanical occupations and 
known as the Federal Trades, 
which covers their corditions of 
labor and sets a standard rate of 
wages. 

This is the result of the board 
of conciliation and investigation 
under the Industrial Disputes act, 
investigation which has been in 
session from February 6 till leb- 
ruary 16, at the Court house i 
Stratford. 

A summary of some of the im- 
portant concessions obtained by 
the men is as follows: 

Wage increases add to the an- 
nual payroll from $500,000 to

LINCOLNS’ BIRTHDAY 


No man of the last century has 
increased with the years like Lin- 
coln, whose birthday the people of 
the United States celebrated this 
week, The perspective of Time re- 
veals him as the greatest man yet 
born on this Continent. More and 
more, men of all ranks become 
ardent students of his genius and 
character, of his public and priv- 
ate life. The Lincoln bibliography 
has grown to large proportions, 
and every authentic contribution 
to the study is eagerly welcomed, 
so securely has he gripped the 
popular imagination. And po 
ot modern times will better re- 
pay close consideration. He stands 
out as prophet and lover of the 
people—the people in the sense 
of Ebenezer Elliot's great hymn-- 
as the ruler of their choice whose 
almost unlimited power was used: 
with a single eye to the will of 
God and the highest common 
good. His deep and humble feel- 
ing of responsibility marks every 
public utterance totrching the Civ- 
il War, which he faced without 
flinching while shrinking from its 
bloodshed. This was he who was 
the political saviour of a preat nat- 
ion, rent in twain as by storm and 
earthquake; the man who pract- 
ically carried his people through 


fone of the greatest and bloodiest 


civil wars. to Peace and a solid 


How this man with mean an- 
cestry and birth, with hard, coar- 
se, uncivil youth and early man- 
hood of dire poverty, without 
any means of common education 
save what he seized in the only 
possible and solitary way, without 
any chances for the barest ameni- 
ties of life—how this man be- 
came an apostle of human liber- 
ty, the ruling citizen of a great 
republic, and a maker of prose 
marked by biblical brevity and 
biblical beauty and biblical. vital- 
ity, is one of the most moving and 
inspiring human records of any 
language. Tragedy companied 
with him throughout, making his 
life one of peculiar solitude and 
gloom, and his taking off was the 
fitting dramatic close. 

In the essentials, Lincoln is a 
pattern for all students and law- 
yers and statesmen. His moral 
stature reached to the very height 
of his genius. Mr. E. W. Thom- 
son, one of our most national 
poets, who has written several 
stirring poems on this hero, has 
put his immortal leadership in a 
single stanza which the shade of 
Caesar might covet: 

“And did you think was Lincoln 
dead 

Beneath his mouldering length 
of clay 

Lifts: nevermore the brooding 

head : ' 

To eye the slowly brightening 
day? 
I tell you that his blood was shed 
That he might, living, dead the 
way.”

She takes refuge beneath a rug 
in an automobile, and finally ar- 
rives in the city at the house of 
Thomas Deigan (Richard Neill.)

Meanwhile Harry Deigan learn 
that Tom Deigan, the rich mine- 
owner is his own half brother. 
With the help of Dr. Halpern 
(Tom Burrough), he goes to the 
city to investigate. 

Harry keeps his own identity 
secret, and applies for work in the 
mine. He discovers that there has 
been something wrong in his 
brother’s deed to the land on 
which the mine is situated,— 
something criminally wrong.
